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AMENDMENTS 10 
IMMIGRATION ACT

Ottawa, Jan. 9—In the House this, 
afternoon Hon. G. E. Foster quoted 
from a speech in which Clifford Sif- 
ton is reported as saying that Canada 
would be wililng to contribute one- 
half of the cost of the Atlantic end of 
the all red service, and to give a 
share towards the Pacific end of the 
project. He asked if Mr, .Sifton has 
beon authorized to make th:s state- 
ment. The premier replied he did 
not think Mr, Sifton could be under- 
stood as giving a pledge, he had but 
expressed an opinion. 

Mr. Monk inquired if Mr, Sifton 
had a letter to any member 9 the 
British government. 

The premier—‘Does the hon, gentle- 
man wish to ask, ‘Did I give him a 
letter of introduction?’ ” 

Mr. Monk—‘Yes.” 

The premier—‘L have no objection 
to saying I did give him a letter.” 

The premier informed R. L. Borden 
thai the government was aware there 
was a posibility of another influx of 
Japanese, but none had occurred as 
yet. 

The remainder of the afternoon ses- 
sion was taken up in the considera- 
tion of Hon. Mr, Oliver’s bills re- 
specting the survey of public lands 
and to amend the Irrigation act, The 
several clauses of the former which 
were not disposed of when the bill 
wits first dealt with were put through 
with little discussion and the bill was 
given its second and third readings. 

Protection of Municipalities. 

The. irrigation bill proved a more 
contentious measure and did not get 
beyond the explanatory stage. Dur- 
ing the recess Mr. Oliver added sev- 
eral clauses which were diseussed be- 
fore Christmas and had the bill re- 


printed. The clause for the protec- 
tion of the municipalities provoked 
considerable discussion. ‘fhe min- 


ister explained he had secured the 
opinion from the department of jus- 
tide, that as the consent of the mun- 
i¢ipalities was necessary to permit 
construction, it was within their rights 
t6 dictate such terms as would ade-} 
quately protect them, and the object 
of the clause was to limit the rights 
of the irrigation companies when the 
conflict with the municipalities’ con- 
trol of their own arrangements, 

Mr. McCarthy, Calgary, Mr. Borden 
and others, offered some criticism to 
the bill. The former referred to the 
recommendations made by the Union 
of Alberta Municipalities which met 
at Red Deer. He thought some regu- 
lations chould be adopted in regard 
to works already constructed or likely 
to be, and in case of the extension of 
municipal boundarics so as to in- 
clude the district in which the werk 
commenced, 

Mr. Oliver's Explanation. 

Hon, Mr. Oliver was inclined to 
think the municipalities could provide 
for that in mukng their original ar- 
rangements with the irrigation coim- 
panies, It might be a serious matter 
to interfere too much with some large 


irrigation projects now under way. 
He thought the clause as framed 
would meet present requirements. 


There were no immediate difficulties 
in sight and it might be well to wait 
and see the trend of circumstances 
betore doing any more. The present 
necessity was to protect the rights of 
the municipalities, 

Mr. McCarthy ¢xpressed the opin- 


‘ion that the bill should not be pro- 


ceeded with until the minister had 
further communication with the Al- 
berta Union of Municipalities, He 


quoted trom a letter from the secretary 
of that body to show that it considered 
the legislation suggested did not meet 
all the requirements. This was an 
entirely new bill and it was particu- 
larly important that it should not be 
rushed through the house. 

Hon. Mr. Oliver expressed his wil- 
lingness to let the bill stand over but 
opined that the clause protecting the 
municipalities should not be weaken- 
ed. The bill therefore stands over 
for the present, 

The Amendments. 

It is proposed to amend the pres- 
ent act so that persons obtaining wat- 
er for irrigration have the right to use 
it for domestic purposes, The sales of 
water maybe made under licenses 
granted for irrigation or other pur- 
poses. This formerly included only 
domestic purposes, now it includes in- 
dustrial purposes. 

Section eleven, which provided for 
the preservation of riparian rights to 
water required for domestic purposes, 
is umended by providing that the 
rights to water granted under the act 
e@hall not deprive any person of the 
use of waier reqnited for the preser- 
vation of life and property. 

Section fifteen, providing that ap- 
plications to cross public highways 
must be submitted to a commisisoner, 
is amended to provide that permis- 
sion irom the municipal or provincial 
authorities must be filed with a com- 


misisoner instead of application for 
permission, Evidently this ie intend- 
ed to refer to the commisisoner of 


public works in the Northwest, though 
under section two,the interpretation of 
the clause can only refer to the com- 
missioner of irrigation, 

Section twenty-two makes the issue 
of a certifieate of authorization de- 
pendent on permission being obtained 
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from the commissioner to construct 
works across road allowances and 
surveyed public roads. This section 
is amended by making the authoriza- 
tion of the municipal authorities ne- 
céssary to cross roads and public plac- 
es. In places where a municipality's 
permission is refused until the work 
is started, section twenty provides 
for authorization being granted sub- 
ject to, the permission being obtained 
before the work is started, A section 
is added to cover cases where it is 
not deemed advisable for the sale of 
water to railways or factories worked 
by steam. 
Not Yet Announced. 

J. G. H. Bergeron attempted to get 
a statement from Hon, Mr. Oliver 
as o whether the government was en- 
tering the irrigation business, citing 
the United States as a precedent. 

Mr. R. L. Borden asked if there 
was suflicient water in the west to 
irrigate the lands needing irrigation. 

Hon, Mr. Oliver replied that the 
government was not decided on the 
policy of irrigation. Irrigation in 
western Canada was only in an ex- 
western Canada was only in an ex- 
perimental stage, and it would be 
wisdom to see the experiment success- 
ful before embarking on government 
ownership. , 

Mr. McCarthy desired to know if 
cognizance? had been taken of the re- 
commendations of the Western Irri- 
gation association, one of which waa 
that a reserve of land be set aside 
for reservoirs. 

Mr. Oliver said the government 
was colecting data as to the water 
supply and would lay that information 
before the House, if desired. A 

The rest of the day was spent in 
committee on supply. 

Mr. Brodeur's Bill. 

The opposition criticized Hon, Mr, 
Brodeur for the size of his expenses 
incurred Oz the trip to the Imperial 
conierence, Hon. Mr. Foster said no 
man could spend $4,000 legitimately 
on such a trip, Hon. Mr. Brodeur 
explained his expenses in connection 
with his examination of ice breakers 
of the old world.

A return dealing with the dismissal 
of Major Hodgins, C.E., was placed 
on the table from the transeontinental 
commission, It seems the trouble was 
over the disinclination of the major 
to treat the classification of mixed 
euts to suit the ideas of the commis- 
sion. His inetructions were that if 
the ordinary classifieation showed a 
loss to the contractors compared with 
the cost, to classify them high en- 
ough to cover the expences where pos- 
sible. Care, however, was to be + x- 
ercised in so doing, for instance, not 
to allow any solid rock to cuts wnere 
no such material existed. Inspecting 
Engineer Gordon Grant says the en- 
gineers in the district lack contidence 
in themselves and evasion of respon- 
sibility is the order of the day from 
the district engineer down to the 
youngest resident engineer.

DISCRIMINATION IN 
FAVOR OF WINNIPEG 


In the Matter of Freight Rates Is 
Made Subject of Enquiry by Chair. 
man af Railway Commission Sit- 
ting in Winnipeg.

Winnipeg, Jan, 10.—The chairman 
of the Railway Commission held a 
sitting yesterday aiternoon to hear 6 
deputation from Regina, consisting of 
H. W. Laird, D. J. Taylor, and H. 
G. Smith, of the board of trade, and 
Ald. R, T. McDonald representing the 
city council. J. Cornell was present 
from the Brandon board of trade, Mr. 
Laird gave a general review of the 
situation, Winnipeg, he said, had 
formerly been the centre of distribu- 
tion for the whole western country, 
but as the country developed farther 
west new cities were created that sup- 
plies of food and implements might 
be furnished more readily. The rail- 
way company protected this policy, 
Mr, Laird made a long speech, * 

At the conclusion L, V, McDonald, 
of the Abell Threshing Co,, D. J. Tay- 
lor, manager for Cockshutt, H. G, 
Smith, of Smith Bros. & Wilson, gave 
evidence, I, Cornell, representing the 
Brandon board of trade, presented the 
grievances of that city in regard to 
freight rates, Brandon, he said, is 
satisfied with the present outgoing 
rates, believing that some discrepan- 
cies would be remedied, as, for in- 
stance, the paying of higher rates on 
going over the Saskatchewan boun- 
dary than in ,Manitoba, As regards 
incoming rates, these work a hardship 
on the loeal shipper, who after pay- 
ing charges on freight in Winnipeg, 
practically starts there over again on 
the mileage basis. 

H. W, Baker, secretary of the board 
of trade, Portage la Prairie, charged 
that the through rate from eastern 
points to Portage la Prairie, as com- 
pared with Winnipeg, ta diseriminat- 
ing, Such rates, he insisted, ought to 
be computed exclusively of the mile- 
age basis 

2. BD, Martin enguired on behalf of 
the Winnipeg board of trade, when 
the board would be heard in Ottawa, 
Aiter some consultation he agreed 
that the beard would submit its writ- 
ten ease, furnishing the railway com- 
panies with copies by Saturday night,

Bell Telephone Company said to Ap- 
preciate Opportunity in Days of 
Stringency to get Bonds.

Montreal, Jan, 10.—The sharehold- 
ers of the Bell Telephone Company 
will meet in the company’s building 
here to consider if it is advisable to 
authorize the directors to make a sale 
of the Manitoba system to the Mani- 
toba government, ©, F. Size, presi- 
dent of the Company will preside, and 
W. H. Black will act as secretary, 
The -president will explain the situa- 
tion fully and ask for the decision of 
the shareholders, 

There is practically no doubt of the 
issue, and so far as is known there 
is no opposition to the contract, The 
sum offered is large, particularly in 
these days of stringency, as provincial 
bonds are regarded practically as 
eash, and it is thought the company 
will have no difficulty in disposing of 
them around par, The eompany has 


been increasing its paid-up eapital 
two or three millions each year in 
order to provide for the extensions 


constantly becoming necessary, 

This sale will place the company in 
a strong position by providing funds 
which would have otherw ise oceasion- 
ed some trouble in procuring at this 
juncture. The capital account of the 
telephone company is néver closed as 
each new subscriber requires an in 
creased outlay. New equipment is 
constantly being required as the mo 
ment o switchboard is full, new in- 
stallment with ample provision for 
the future must be made. Tt is thought 
that the meeting will be short, and 
the transaction will be authorized 
without communication 

Agreement Ratified. 

Montreal, Jan, 10,—At a largely at- 
tended meeting this morning of the 
Bell Telephone stockholders, without 
a dissenting voice, ratified the agree- 
ment whereby the corporation sells its 
Manitoba assets to the government of 
that provinee, President Size presid- 
ed and reviewed the company’s busi- 
ness in Manitoba, saying he believed 
the agreement whereby the company 
disposed of its assets and business for 
$3,400,000 very favorable. The com 
pany, in its agreement had made sev- 
eral reservations of great value to the 
stockholders, ineluding the right to 
operate lines over Manitoba between 
Ontario and Saskatehewan, and make 


connections with government lines. 
Another reservation was the right to 
resume business in that province if 


the government ever saw fit to give 
up bnsiness, and this would effectual- 


| ly shut out any other organization as 


a competitor with the Bell company.

A Novel Idea. 

During the counting of the ballots,

man to lecture to farmers, and a thor?

Mr, Fletcher believed the plan couid 
be made pay its own expenses, wile 
the villages and more isolated s:ttle- 
ments could be brought in touch 
with the others by the periodical vis- 
its of the association’s moving 1 ic- 
ture show, In a country hke thi 
where so many of the eettlers did not 
understand English lectur*s er ciicu 
lars, he thought considerable informa 
tion.in farming methods could be pre 
ented to them in these pictures very 
effectively. 

He intimated to the assemblage 
that as the association was still very 
young it was open to receive sugges- 
tions of many kinds and some of these 
might prove quite practicable, 

Mr. Woolford followed in a brief 
talk, dealing with the difficulties ot 
organization, He said that one rea- 
son farmers. were opposed to an asso- 
ciation of this kind was that many 
of them had previously belonged to 
badly-managed and. unsuccessful or- 
ganizations, and they were chary of 
joining another, He iclt that the as- 
sociation was speedily becoming so 
strong that they could impress their 
strength on the farmers throughout 
the prévinee, who eould not fail to 
see the various ways in which the as- 
sociation wag guarding their interests, 
He cited instances of concessions the 
association with the board of trade 
had cbtained for farmers in his dis- 
trict. 

Agricultural College. 

The resolutions concerning the re- 
inoval of the cattle embargo and the 
future agricultural college of Alberta, 
were keenly fi briefly discussed by 
several members, the ensuing debate 
being so capably carried on as to be 
quite enjoyable to onlookers, 

The college motion was supported 
by Mr, Jamieson, of Red Deer, who 
again offered a free site for the build- 
ing if put in Red Deer and by Mr Wool- 
ford, It was opposed by J. G. Arthur, 
of Vermilion, who langhingly met Mr. 
Jamieson’s offer of a free site with 
one on his own land at Vermilion; 
by Thomas Baalim, who wants pri- 
mary education to receive all the eat 
tention for the next few years, and 
by Secretary Stevens, who stated that 
the aksociation should rather ask the 
government to help them market ad- 
vantageously what they now produce 
ou the farms, instead of demanding 
instruction as to producing more, 
They needed the pork packing plant 
first, 

J. G, Arthur, of Vermilion, a eul- 
tured and fluent speaker and native 
of New Zealand, who has been lured 
from that attractive portion of the 
Lmpire by  Alberto’s advantages, 
agreed with Mr, Stevens. He did not 
think the preesnt moment opportune 
to make this demand of the govern- 
ment, Already they were asking a 
great deal of the government of oa 
new provinee, and there was danger ot 
loading it down, Whilst in sympathy 
with the hope of such a college, and 
appreciating the country’s need of it, 
he felt it was the State’s first duty to 
exercise itself strongly to perfect edu- 
cation in its primary forms before 
reaching out to the more ambitious 

Mr, Speakman moved an amend 
ment that the resolution be referred 
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to the Legislation Committeé, This 
amendment carried, : 

When the résolution concerning the 
Japanese question came up, Mr. 
Speakman suggested that it was not 
wise to burden a farmers’ organiza- 
tion with too many outside questions. 
This was a ffequent cause of the fail- 
ure of such organization, “Threvhair- 
man approved of the resolutibn, but 
there was no time to continue the dis-

ARE CITY SCALES ACCURATE? 
Editor Bulletin 

Sir,—It is certain, judging by the 
number of complaints made, that the 
city scales do not weigh correctly, In 
a cuse of this kind “what everybody 
says mnust be true.”” I’m inclined to 
think that the cause of the scales not 
weighing correctly is that there is an 
obstruction of dirt of some kind, and 
the table or platform gets  frost- 
bound. That dirt is allowed to ac- 
cumulate on the bearing parts under 
the platform, Seales ot that des- 
eription are very Much exposed to 
the elements and are by their con- 
struction good receptacles for dirt, and 
as a rule no proper attention is given 
by the person in charge. 

Why should any occasion be given 
for all this complaining? The writer's 
experience in such a case would settle 
the matter at once without any red 
tape, Calgary inspectors and other 
unnecessary expenses of testing, | 
have always seen one or two tons of 
“standard weights’ ready at hand, 
and having the same they would be 
made use of occasionally to test the 
scales. A very simple matter in the 
hands of a competent man in charge.

STIRRING THE DRY BONES, 


The Regine Leader's 
the address of Geo, Harcourt, deputy 
minister of agriculture, for Alberta, 
before the Saskatchewan grain grow- 
ers’ convention in Regina. on the sub- 
ject, “The Improvement of the Prize 
List,’’ is as follows 

The interest aroused among dele- 
gates to the farmers’ convention a 
fortnight ago by Deputy Minister Har- 
court’s unspairing criticism of local 
fair prize lists, reflects itself in the 
agricultural press. There seems to be 
little active resentment of the sugges- 
tion that “the overage fair is an ex- 


comment on 


pensive burlesque to divide a little 
governfient money among a few 
people,” a statement which Mr, Mar- 


court practically endorsed, and an ex- 
perienced writer in one of the leading 


farm journals commends the paper 
with remarkably little reserve, He 
writes 

“His suggestions for the improve- 


ment of fairs were radical in the ex- 
treme, a good many of them altogether 
too revolutionary to be soon adopted, 
and yet there was more truth and good 
hard common sense in both his criti- 
cism of fairs and the remedies he re- 
commended for their improvemen.’, 
than has ever been given by an au- 
thority on these matters in this coun- 
wy 

And, agai 

“No thinking man but knows that 
the farmer of the present day goes 
less to the fair to inspect the farm 
products and the live stock exhibited 
there than he does to be enrertained 
by the non-agricultural — features, 
which the management, partly for fin 
ancial reasons, find it expedient to 
make a part of their show,” 

Probably the management of a good 
many societies will decline to ©x- 
clude pure bred live stock classes from 
their schedules, since these, rightly or 
wrongly, have come to be regarded 
as the inainstays of such exhibitions, 
but from the standpoint of all round 
utility Mr. Harcourt’s proposed al 
ternatives deserve to be pondered ove! 
carefully. Assuming that changes are 
desirable, will directors find it expedi 
ent to persist in reforme to the lien- 
ation of well to do subseribers? In 
a country where the need of improv- 
ed quality of stobk demands to be im- 
pressed on all comers, the breeder 
certainly has a right to special con- 
sideration. On the other hand, grains 
and grasses, poultry and dairy pro- 
ducts, seldom find au adequate place 
in the societies’ operations; and a 
widening of educational interests on 
these lines, in prace of the extension 
of side attractions, would immensely 
increase the value of agricultural fairs 
Receny protests against attempts to 
cater for the crowd by more or 
questionable amusements give Mr. 
Harcourt’s views an added — timeli- 
ness, Their soundness, of course, can 
only be tested by the experience of di 
rectorates made up of unprejudiced, 
practical | men.

EDMONTON LABOR CONDITIONS. 


The following is the report of the 
labor conditions in Edmonton as it 
appears in the Labor Gazette for the 
month of December. The Edmonton 
correspondent is J. A. Kenney :— 


General Condition of the Labor 
Marker, 


Labor generally was not employed 
to as great an extent as last month, 
or a year ago. Fewer men were en- 
gaged, and the number would have 
been iurther reduced but for the con- 
tinued fine weathtr. In nearly all 
branchesMhe supply more than equal. 
led the demand. The usual exodus 
of mechanics to the coast at this sen- 
son of the year has been more mark- 
ed than usual, 

The city council again put in force 
An agreement entered into with the 
Trades and Labor council last spring, 
whereby laborers employed by the 
city should receive a minimum wage 
ol $2.25 for an eight hour day. <A 
fuimber of men have been laid off by 
the city, and: also by the company 
putting in the sewer. Some of these 
men are finding employment in the 
different lumber camps now beginning 
operations for the winter; others 
will perform homestead duties for the 
hext few months. 

Wholesale and retail trade was fair- 
ly active, 

Coal mining will be carried on this 
winter more extensively than ever 
before.

THE TAYLOR INQUEST. 

An inquest into the death of Jas, 
Taylor, miner, who died a6 a result 
oi injuries sustained in the explosion 
of gas in the Parkdale company’s coal 
mines on Tuesday afternoon, was held 
in the police court room by Coroner 
Braithwait> yesterday evening at the 
instance of the attorney general's de 
partment. : 

The jury empannelled was: Ed 
Looby (loreman), W. E. Wilson, F. 
Barker, A, E, MaeDonald, D, McMan- 
us and B. H, Bentiey. 

The jurors first viewed the remain: 
at the mortuary of the Alberta under 
‘aking company 

The verdict was as follows: — 

“We, the jury empannelled on the 
death of James Saylor, have viewed 
the remains and find that the afore 
said cume to his death by an ex 
plosion of gas in the Parkdale mine 
and do not attach blame to anyon 
connected with the management ol 
the mine. 

‘We further recommend that the re. 
gulations covering the use of covered 
lamps in this mine be more strictly 
udhered to.” 

Chas. Hamilton, fire boss at the 
Parkdale coa] mine, was the first wit 
ness, He Stated that on Tuesday ar 
xplosion of gas oceurred in the nortl 
entry of the mine. The explosion 
was caused by being lighted by ar 
open lamp held by Jas. Taylor, the 
deeeased. At 1 o’elock in the morn 
ing witness examined the gas ana 
found that it extended in 6 fest from 
the main entrance. This part of the 
mine had been barricaded off some 
days prior to the accident on accoun 
ol the gas. 

Andrew Scott, mine boss, at the 
Rarkdule coal mines, testified to being 
in the mine on the afternoon of th« 
explosion. Three minutes after the 
explosion, which eceurred at 2.3 
o'clock, the witness found the deceas 
dl, who was in a kneeling position 
The injured man was immediatel) 
taken to the surface, Seott stated he 
had examined the north entry on the 
day of the explosion and pad jound 
it barricaded hy reason of the pros 
ence of gas. He gave it as his opin 
ion the explosion was. caused «by the 
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The crowds who have

There must have been 150 feet of gas 
recumulated. He did not know of so 
zreat a quantity having accumulated 
n the Parkdale mine. He had been 
sngaged im mining hgnit» coal for 12 
years, and had never known this kind 
f coal to give oif so much gas as in 
he Parkdale mine. 

Dr. W. D. Ferris, who attended Tay- 
or, gave evidence aa to the injuries 
sustamed by the deceased miner in 
he explosion, The ‘face and head 
vere cut in several places and the 
1ands and arms and lower part of the 
sody were burned. Both legs 
woken at the ankle joints. Death en- 
ued at the Public héspital on Wed- 
vesday afternoon, caused by the shock 
ustained, 

Inspector's Evidence, 

Norman fraser, provinejal inepec- 
or of mines, when sworn, stated, “1 
xamined the Parkdale mines about 
he middle of December, 1907, and 
ain alter the accident, accompanied 
wy the manager and the pit boss. I 
xamined the norta entry of the mine 
ifter the accident. Judging from’ the 
‘ay the timbers were knocked out, 
he cause of the accident must have 
wen a gas explosion. I found several 
4 the stoppings in the mine blown 
mut, We could not get Jarther than 
he last cross-cut on account of gas. 

tested the gas and found it tobe 
varbon amd hydrogen gas; the moat 
common gas met with in coal mines, 
nd which is very explosive. The fire 
088’ report books at the mine show 
hat small quantities of gas have been 
ound from time to time atthe face 
1 the north entry, Judging ftom the 
yvreck caused in the mine the amount 
f gas which exploded must have been 
1 considerable volume. The Parkdale 
uine is the only ligimt? mine in the 
»rovinee where such @ volume of gas 
ts was evidently there has ever been 

‘ve nto my knowledge, All the lig- 
vite mines in the province are work- 
ag with naked light,. 

“The couse of this accumulation of 
cas may be due to two reasons, One, 
nat a stopping had become damaged 
xy the pressure of the strata thus 
hort circuiting the air; or some move- 
vent in the strata had liberated a 
tonsiderable feeder of gas in the north 
otry. I think that this gas came 
rom the face of the nerth entry as 
‘pon examination all the side ent- 
ances were clear of gas while the 
orth entry remained full a consider- 

ble distance back from the face. 

“The law states that in any place 
vhere there is any work approaching 
\ place where there ‘isan aeeumula- 
ion of gas no other lamp than a lock 
afety lamp may be used. I do not 
hink the Parkdale mine would come 


nder this rule as usually there is 
ery little gas given out in lignite
